CUT IN BODY AND HEART 
STITCHED HAS RECOVERED 


City Hospital Physicians Are De- 
taining Him to Study Case, 
First of Its Kind in City. 


Michael Lawlor, of 1947 Hodiamont 
avenue, whose heart was sewed with 
twelve stitches after he had been 
stabbed in a fight in Wellston Aug. 
22, has practically recovered. He is 
held at the City Hospital that the sur- 


geons may watch his heart action for 
a few days. 

The remarkable operation is said to 
have been the first of its kind ever 
performed in St. Louis. On several oc- 
casions incisions in the outer covering 








of ‘the heart have been closed, but 


never before have stitches been taken 
in the heart itself while it was pump- 
ing blood. 

As soon as Lawlor was received at 
the hospital, Supt. W. C. G. Kirchner 
and Drs. Rodney Bunch and C. H. 
Shutt performed the operation. An 
opening in his breast was made in the 
form of a trap door, the ribs being 
cut and laid back. 

The doctors had little hope that 
Lawlor would live, as the operation 
was an extremely dangerous one, He 
recovered rapidly, however, and 
Thursday was able toawalk about the 
hospital. He will be discharged Sun- 
day. He says the wound pained him 
no-more than a pin-prick and that he 
did not realize he was seriously hurt 
until doctors at the hospital discussed 
his case with him.

The Rev. Dr. W. F. Andrews, pastor 
of Centenary Church says that Dr. 
Bradley, under all the circumstances, 
is doing the best and wisest thing. The 
Rev. L. E. Todd, pastor of Lafayette 


| Park Chyrch, says the right or wrong 


of Dr. Bradley’s action is not for him 
to decide, and pays a high tribute to 
Dr. Bradley. The Rev. C. W. Webdell 
says he would not have done it if he 
had been Dr. Bradley, and expresses 
his regret that. Dr. Bradley is going 
away. 

“That’s all right,’”’ said the Rev. Pr. 
Andrews, when asked what he thought 
of Dr. Bradley’s action. ‘‘He has acted 
entirely within his privilege. I think 
that, under al} the circumstances, it was 
the wise thing for him to do and that 
his friends will commend him for it.” 

He was asked what he meant by all 
the circumstances. He laughed depre- 
catingly. ‘Well, as you know,” he said, 
“Dr. Bradley was tried for heresy in 
Georgia. He holds advanced. views and 
there would always.be more or less 
friction with some elements. 

Form of Government, 

‘Tt is true, as he complains, that the 
Methodist form of government is mo- 
narchial. We think the monarhcial form 
is the best. There are just two forms 
of church government, the congrega- 
tional, in which pastor and congrega- 
tion are both free and the majority 
rules, which is democratic, and the mo- 
narchial, in which authority rests in the 
episcopacy. The Catholic, Methodist 
and Episcopal churches have the! mo- 
narchial form. We think the strength 
and progress of the churches having 


this form of government prove it is 
the best.”’ 
The Rev. Mr. Todd said: ‘‘We were 


ali expecting such an announcement as 
Dr. Bradley has made. We were all 
hoping that he would stay with us. 

“With regard to the right or wrong 
of his action I have nothing to say. It 
is not a question for me to decide. 1 
wouldn’t criticise him. I might have a 
personal opinion, but I would not ex- 
press it. Dr. Bradley is a very dear 
friend of mine and he is very popular 
with all the St. Louis pastors. I honor 
him for his manhood and his splendid 
character. He is accounted a higher 
critic and he may possibly not agree 
with some things that Methodists hold 
to, but he is not out of harmony with 
the great spirit of the church.” 


Dr. Bradley Loved, 
The Rev. Dr. Webdell said: “I regret 


it very much. Dr. Bvadley is very much 
loved by the ministers here. He is in 
accord with Methodist doctrine. He had 
to be or he would not have been ap. 
pointed to leading churches in the de- 
nomination. Semetimes a man gets a 
reputation that he diesn’t really deserve.

rary system. I accept his statement as 
voicing his true sentiments. I would 
not leave the church if I were in his 
place, but I would not criticise him for 
doing so.”’

DOCTOR BREAKS DOWN 





Fritch Submtitted to Examina- 
tion on Girl’s Confession 
Nearly Collapses. 





From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 9.—After sub- 
mitting Dr. George A. Fritch today to a 
most severe examination in connection 
with the death of Miss Maybelle Mill- 
man, the ‘“‘College Widow" of Ann Ar- 
bor, whose dismembered body was 
found in a creek, the physician was led 
back to his cell today in a condition 
bordering on coliapse. 

Dr. Fritch has twice before been sub- 
jected to such an ordeal because of the 


death of two other young women under 


mysterious circumstances. He 
gered as he went to his cell. 

It was after the physician had been 
questioned that the police gave some in- 
timation as to the eviaence upon whic: 
Dr. Fritch had been arrested. It con- 
cerns the confession of Martha Hennirg, 
Maybelle Millman’s chum. 

It is certain now that Miss Henning 
went to Dr} Fritch with Maybelle Mill- 
man, that” Maybelle Millman had told 
her friend that she was in trouble ani 
that the last Martha Henning saw of 
he: chum alive was when she left her 
at the doctor's office. 

Upon these facts, as told by Miss 
Henning, the police late last night ar- 
rested Dr. Fritch. 

Dr. Fritch was taken this morning 
into the office of Capt. McDonnell of 
the Detective Bureau and subjected to 
& severe examination. 

A stenographer reached the Captain’s 
office sent there by the Prosecuting 
Attorney. Dr. Fritch appeared nerv- 
ous and excited when ushered into the 
presence of. the Drevious easton he 


sta z- 


faced on several previous asions in 
connection with the death of young 
women. 

The police kept close guard over their 


prisoner and refused to permit anyone 


to communicate with him. 

Prosecuting Attorney Van Zile arrived 
at the police station while Dr. Fritich 
was being questioned and assisted in 
the examination. At its conclusion the 
prisonér was returned ‘to his cell and 
all of the officers declined to discuss the 
case further. 

It has been learned, however, that the 
police obtained the information upon 
which Dr. Fritch was apprehended from 
Miss Henning, Miss Millman’s chum 
ani constant companion, who was 
brought here last night from Ann Arbor. 
The young woman admitted after a vig- 
orous questioning that her previous 
statements concerning Maybelle Mill- 
man’s disappearance had been untrue 
She it was who suggested that Maybelle 
consult Dr. Vitch and she went with 
Maybelle to Dr. Fritch’s office after 
talking to him over the telephone. 

Miss Henning, it is asserted, left 
Miss Millman in the doctor’s office 
and never saw her again. Several days 
later, worried because she had heard 
nothing from Maybelle, Miss Henning 
inquired for her at Dr. Fritch’s of- 
fice, but could learn nothing about 
her whereabouts. The Police are con- 
vinced that Miss Millman was dead at 
the time Miss Henning was seeking 


information concerning her and that. 


her body already had been packed up, 
parts of it destroyed and the torso, 
head anc arms sunk in Ecorse Creek, 
weighted down with bricks, where the 
perpetrators of the crime believed 
they would forever remain. 

The arrest, within the next 2% hours, 
of the man who was responsible for 
Miss Miliman’'s visit to Betroit is ex- 
pected. The Detroit Sheriff obtained 
from the Postmaster of Ann Arbor the 
name of the man who sent Miss*Mfitl- 
man a registered letter the day she 
started for this city. This information 
was obtained only after the Ann.Arbor 
Postmaster was instructed from Wash- 
ington to turn ‘ever to the authorities 
all information that might aid in clear- 
ing up the mystery surrounding Miss 
Millman’s tragic death. 

Arrested Twice Before. 

Dr. Fritch, who has a fine home on 
Trull avenue and an office at 24 Wash- 
ington boulevard, has been twice be- 
fore arrested on similar charges. He 
was first arrested in connection with 
the death of Mollie Haeger, a stenog- 
rapher, and last winter in connection 
with the celebrated Edith Presley case. 
There was not sufficient evidence in 
either case to hold him. Edith Pres- 
ley is the girl for whose death Repre- 
sentative Charlies A. Ward of Bancroft 
was tried and acquitted. 

Miss Henning did not know Miss Mill- 
man Was coming to Detroit until/the 
Gay of her. arrival. Miss ~ Herning 
worked late, and when she went to her 
room she found a letter from Maybelle, 
stating that she was coming to Detroit. 
Miss Henning went to the depot and 
found that Miss Millman had been wait- 
ing for her three hours. 

Miss Millman seemed to have plenty 
of money and spent it freely. She 
stayed in her room most of the time,

Association Sets Price. 


Representatives of several of the un- 
successful bidders told a VPest-Dispateh 
reporter Thursday that the bids are 
based upon the schedule made for them 
by a-licensed asso~iation supposed tc 
represent the patettees of the lamps. 
They say they blindly follow the uni- 
versal schedule sent out without trying 
to ascertain the source of the fixed 
prices. This schedu'te, they Say, fixet 
the prices for supplies sold in small lots 
larzer lots or by thousands. 

The firms selling electric supplies 
throughout the city they say operate 
under a license, agreeing to obey the 
schedule prices as furnished. This ac- 
counts, they say, for the bids being ex- 
actly the same in nine cases.

Church is the form of government. Each 
form with which I am acquainted has 
its strong points and its corresponding 
weak ones. ‘The Methodist Society,’ as 
Join Wesley called it, began under a 
monarchy and preserves the monarch- 
lal form till today. It is highly cen- 
tralized. In the matter of assignment 
of preachers to churches the voice of 
the Bishop is supreme. 

“A congregation may wish a certain 
preacher, and that preacher may wish 
to serve that congregation, but the 
Bishop may disregard the wishes of con- 
pregation and preacher and appoint an- 
other man whom the congregation does 
not want and who does not want to 
serve them. The strength of the Meth- 
cdist form of government lies in its cen- 
tralization. <All its forces may be di- 
rected to a given point, and that speed- 
ily. 


Danger of Abuse of Power. 
“By its system, too, each congregation 


always has a preacher and each preach- 
er a charge. But it has a correspond- 
ing weakness, one might almost say the 
weakness of its strength. Having so 
much power lodged in one man, there 
is always danger of the abuse of that 
power. The Methodist Church, South, 
governmentally, is in no sense demo- 
cratic, 

“On the other hand, the Congrega- 
tional Church is purely democratic in its 
form of government. Each congrega- 
tion is supreme in itself. But it has its 
corresponding weakness. Its very in- 
dependence makes possible dissociation. 
However, there is a pronounced move- 
ment in the Congregational churches of 
the United States toward fuller associa- 
tional work. 

“Between the twd forms of govern- 
ment, I prefer the Congregational. This 
is not new with me, but hitherto I have 
allowed other features to outweigh this 
preference. The attitude of the Congre- 
gational Church generally throughout 
our country is that of catholicity, opén- 
mindedness and hospitality toward the 
truth. It fosters scholarship and wel- 
comes the results of honest investiga- 
tion in any field of study.

On his first expedition with Peary, the 
two were traveling Northward in dog 
sleds. They were several days distant 
from supplies when the discovery was 
made that there was not food enough 
for both. So Marvin took barely enough 
food to last him on the return trip and 
Peary went on his way alone.

Miss Vivian Hays, Traveling

Mrs. Laura Hays of 1412 Francis ave- 
nue has received a letter from her 
Aaughter, Vivian, from Monterey, Mex- 
ico, notifying her of her daughter's 
safety and describing the flood condi- 
tions-in that city. Miss Hays is tour- 
ing Mexico as a companion to an elder- 
ly woman, and was in Monterey when 
the flood destroyed thousands of homes 
Augs 28. 

The letter is dated Sept. 3, and left 
the flooded city on the first mail that 
went out over the repaired railroad 
tracks in that section. Miss Hays said 
a relief train had just arrived from 
fan Antonio, Tex., which proved a 
blessing to the poor. She said that for 
three days most of the residents had 
subsisted on bread and coffee. 

She tells of seeing many women, 
frantic with grief, whose children had 
been drowned within their sight while 
they were unable to save them. 

“For two days and nights I did not 
sleep, fearing every minute that the 
water would reach the house,”’ the let- 
ter states. ““We live on a high place 
and many women and children were 
dragged from the torrents and brought 
here. Some of the women had lost 
their children and others their entire 
families. 

“Many of the children were washed 
from ‘their homes in the night and were | 
naked and shivering, when they were 
brought to our house. We dried them 
and wrapped them in such old clothing 
and rags as we could find and gave 
them bread and coffee. For two days 
we have not been able to get bread and 
have lived on pancakes.”

NO POLAR MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Among the objections urged against the pos- 
sibility of reaching the North Pole, perhaps 
none is more curious than that of “A Young 
Astronomer,” who writes the Post-Dispatch that 
“a North Pole would revolve in a very rapid 
manner and this would cause man to become 
dizzy.” And he concludes that if it should be 
found that there is no perceptible revolution at 
the Pole, this would prove that tne earth is sta- 
tionary. 
The error in this reasoning is due to the 
fact that, in watching a spinning top, one sees 
that it revolves at every point, including the end 
of its axis, which corresponds to the earth’s 
poles. A man no bigger than a pin point, fas- 





‘tened to the spinning top, would become dizzy, 


because he would have nearby stationary objects 
around him and that would impress the fact of 
revolution upon his mind. Dizziness is a mental 
effect entirely. 
But auywhere upon the earth, including the 
points at the polar axes, there are no fixed 
Objects except those in the sky to remind a 
man that he is spinning. And as the landscape 
turns -vith him, and the sun, moon and stars 
are ‘ar away, the effect upon the mind is that 
they. are moving, and that we are stationary, 
Relatively, the spinning at the poles is slowest. 
At the equator we travel around the earth's axis

Polar Astronomy. 
To the Edttor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In discussing the question as to how Explorer 
Cook should know just when he had reached the 
polar center, we frequently see the statement made 
that the polar star would be directly in the zenith 
at that point, hence a certain indicator. But our 
present pole star, Polaris, is not over the true pole, 
being 1% degrees from it. One degree (celestial) 
equals about seventy miles (terrestrial), hence a 
line drawn from Polaris to the center of the earth 
would describe a circle 174 miles in diameter on the 
earth’s surface, and in the center of this circle 
would be the earth’s ‘“‘pivot.’’ More to the point, 
however, is the fact that the discovery is said to 
have been made on April 21, when, the sun being 
continuously above the horizon, no stars would be 
visible. An observer stationed at the pole would, if 
the sky were clear, see the sun first peep above 
the earth’s rim on March 21, skirting the entire cir- 
cuit of the horizon in 24 hours, and its elevation 
would increase daily until, on June 21, it would wheel 
its circuit at a distance of 23% degrees above the 
horizon. From this date.onward its elevation would 
decrease daily until Sept. 23, when it would again 
disappear, to be gone six months. But the day- 
light would still obscure the stars for several weeks 
after the sun’s di8appearance; likewise the dawn 
would begin to dim the stars some weeks before 
the sun’s reappearance at the spring equinox. Hence 
there would be only about three months’ total ab- 
sence of sunlight in the entire year, and even then 
the darkness would be relieved by the monthly 
visits of the full moon, and the brilliant aurora 
borealis. Contrary to the popular conception, the 
two poles are, barring the obscurity caused by fogs 
and. clouds, the best lighted portion of the earth’s 
surface. On April 21 the sun would be about 8 de- 
grees above the horizon at the pole, and if Dr. 
Cook then saw it wheel its circuit at a uniform 
height throughout the 2 hours, he was at the pole, 
but if it dipped toward the earth on one side of its 
round, he had not yet reached the polar cénter. Of 
course, allowance. would have to be made for the 
increase of the sun’s altitude during the 2 hours, 
but this would not amount to more than one-fourth 
of a degree, and would be easy to calculate,
